The Take-Off 


The take-off presents the great- 
est difficulty, because owing to

At Benina 


(By Reuter’s Special Correspondent with the 
British Forces somewhere in the Western 
Desert: Delayed in Transmission) 

THE FIRST GERMAN-ITALIAN ATTEMPT 
TO DASH ACROSS THE EGYPTIAN FRON- 
TIER RESULTED IN A SHARP REBUFF FOR 
THE ENEMY, WHEN A MOBILE COLUMN ON 
SUNDAY SWEPT DOWN THE ESCARPMENT 
WHICH RUNS CLOSE TO THE SEA AT SOL- 
LUM AND TRIED TO BREAK THROUGH 
ALONG THE COASTAL ROAD. 


The enemy thus exposed their right 
flank to one of the most famous regiments in 
the British Army, and when they came up 
against frontal opposition they had to retreat 
hastily to their former positions.

Benina Attack

wing. on Benina nerodrome, near 
Benghazi. 

He asked his crew whother 
they were willing to attack, dos- 
pite the fact that the flight was 
Purely ai freconnaissance one. 
“Sure, let's have a crack at 
them,” was the reply. 

He thereupon dived down from 
12,000 feet until he was only 50 
feet above the ground, and flew 
straight across the line of German:
